was acting as Chairman of Committees, called 
for “ Grder, order,” while Mr, Remnant wont 
on eddressing his observations to the Treasury 
Bench. The original interrupter, who is under- 
stood to have been 4 Miss Muriel Mathers tried 
her voice in contest with Mr. Remnant’s. 
“The women. of England,” the lady was 
heard to say, “demand tho vote, We have 
waited too long: alresdy. We aro. tired of 
‘listening behind this insulting grille. Give us. 
‘our xight to vote. We protest against the 
inaction of the Government. Stop talking 
about. the Licensing Bill and listen to the 
women.” Other ladies in the gallery joinod 
in the ery: “Votes for women; give ‘us 
justo!” 

The ordinary male ‘attendant ‘of the 
Esdies’. Gallery “rushed forward, Other male 
re-inforcoments were speedily on tho scene, 
and to their consternation thése men found that 
Mises Mathers and another Lady—Miss Helen 
Fox—had succeeded in ‘securely toning 
themselves with chains to two separate. sections 
of the ‘“.grille” at either end of the gallery. 
Each lady -had a girdlé round hor © waiatsy| 
attached to it was a chain, which was passed 
thrangh the iron trellis work, and the whole 
was fastened by 9 padlock which bound the 
chain acourely, tho kay of the lock Veing absent. 

Jt-waainvain thot tho attendants expostu- 
lated with the ladies. They continued to shout 
with all their might. In sheer desperation, the 
guardians of law and order had. to wrench the 

anels of the grillo from their sockets and 
Jhodily convey ladies, grille, chaina,and all ont 
of the gallery: Misa Mothers was the first to go. 
‘Miss Fox remained, and all the time that. the 
perepiring sttendanta’ were endeavouring to 
release her from her bonds she went on address- 
ing the House. “Let: justice be done to us,” 
sha oried. ‘ We demand tho right to vote.” Mr. 
Femnant raised his voice, but the sortams of the 
women’ drowned .it; and the words ‘‘ Cowards” 
and “Bullies” were hissed out with vehomence, 
as tho Jadiea were. finally: removed, and. the 
gallery itself was clearcd and closed for the 
| night. 7 . 
FREED FROM THEIR FETTERS. 

The two Indies were escorted to No. 15 Com- 
mittee Room that they: might bo freed from their 
fotters and that the iron trellis work might-be 
restored to the rightful. ownership of the First 
Commissioner of Works, In the caso, of ono of 
them’ the operation waa accompliehod without 
difficulty, but the chéins had been s0 securely 
riveted on ‘herself by the other lady that the 
services of a skilled workman had to be called in 
before’ she could regain her freedom.

Inspector Scantlebury saw 
‘the Indies off the premises, but evidently their 
partioular demonstraticn, though the most 
dramatic, was but a segment of a concerted plan 
which had spparently been devised with equal 
boldnesa and secrecy, . Simultaneously with the 
sjection of: the ladies and the closing. of the 
Gallery an attempt was made to -get up a 
disorderly demonstration onthe stops leading to 
§t. Stephen’s Hall. Several ladies who pretended 
that they had appointments 40, seo membors of 
Parliament, raised a simultaneous shout of 
* Votes for. Women!” qnd. attempted to force 
their way towards the central Lobby. They 
wore, however, promptly removed by the police.

substantial, The Grand Trank owns three 


fourths of the town, and the Provincial Govern. 
iient-thé' other fourth. Building lots are not 
yot on sale. ‘Tho date of the formal “ opening,” 
when settlers can purchase land and erect busi- 
peas houses and dwellings without. further 
formality, has been postponed several times, - 
Many. persons have como here with the 
intention of locating but the maiority. have 
gone away again to wait fora more favourable

opportunity. The railway authorities have been . 


doing their best to discourage settlers at 
present, refusing to allow them even: to pitch 
tents, and only allowinga favoured few to de
